L O S A N G E L E S P R O D U C E M A R K E T 
New things are beginning to arrive 
on the local m ark et with such regu­ 
larity as to assure more produce to 
handle than has been expected in the 
next three or four week s. Among the 
most welcome arrivals, although still 
very small, are the new Early 
Rose 
seed potatoes. 
About ten boxes ship­ 
ped in 
from 
Burnett, 
near 
Ix>ng 
Beach, were shown on the m ark et and 
had almost immediate sale among the 
buy ers for the large 
hotels. 
They 
brought 8 cents a 
pound. 
Raspber­ 
ries, grown at Montebello and Fruit- 
land, just outside the city ’s 
gates, 
have appeared on the 
m ark et 
two 
mornings in succession and the out­ 
look for increased arrivals is 
good. 
The fine red berries are bringing 40 
cents a box, sufficient to k eep them 
out of the general public demand for 
a few day s at least. 
Firmness was not as apparent as 
on the day previous in the egg mar­ 
k et. 
Arrivals were 600 cases, 
and 
buy ing was only fair, causing 
some 
• weak ness in prices. 
There were a 
few reports of eggs selling at 22 cents 
on candled stock , but generally prices 
were unaltered. 
Butter arrivals were 18 ,066 pounds. 
There was a fair call for creamery 
extras and cook ing butter. No change 
recorded in prices. 
Cheese was active on the 
street. 
Oregon full cream sold well and north­ 
ern cheese of the same variety was 
in demand. Eastern cheese is moving 
fairly well. 
Prices here on eastern 
stock are very 
high. 
Through 
the 
cheese producing sections in the mid­ 
dle West the commodity is .quoted as* 
much as 5 cents a pound lower than 
here. 
Arrivals were 679 1 pounds. 
Potato arrivals were 
very 
small, 
and helped the present prices in their 
firmness. 
Only two cars 
came 
in. 
Most dealers look on this as oppor­ 
tune. since it will afford several of 
them to get rid of the cars that have 
been standing on the track .
